not be restricted to that hare proKram, 
bnt will have in connection with it, tc 
legislate on the whole subject ol 
finance, InclndiiiLC, probublv, a thor 
Dugh revision of the tariff. iThose twc 
subjects, distinct and yet connected, 
will snjjply nmt< rial enough to occupy 
the attention of cungrau for many 
inonfh.s to come. 

Wliilo the senate will have the great 
advHtitage of being gnided and con 
trolled by experienced leadiTs and de- 
baters on both sides of the chamber, it 
will also contain niaiiv mcinbers entire- 
ly new to l'« jToceedings. Its' propid- 
ing oflflcer, \'i(o Presidt-nt Stevenson, 
when he took the gavel on tlie 4th of 
March last from the hand of the retir- 
ing vice president, Mr. Morton. hAil no 
familiarity witli the rnles of lf;,'if;lativi 
body, except that derived frcim hi;- 
service in the houHe of representatively 
dnriiifr two congresses; bnt, during the 
pix wt ('l:s of the extra sej.sion, lie pre 
sided with dignity and ability. In the 
coming session, when exciting courticts 
may nnticiiuited, and when parlia- 
mentary rulings may have to l)e 
prompt, sharp and decisive, Mr. Ste- 
venson will have a reliable substituce 
to call to tl;e chair in the person of the 
president of the Renate pro tempore, 
Mr. Harris of Tennessee.

The house will be called to order by 
Clerk Kerr, who has been selected by a 
caucus of his party for re-election, but 
who would nevertheless have performed 
that duty, under the law, as the holding 
over «aer« of Ihelaft house, even if he 
bad not been ohojin for r»«lection.

SPECIAL CABINET MEETING. 



A Draft *t tho rrMldrat's B«mI 
So Iho Moniben. 

Washington, Aug. 7.— The specia^ 
meeting of the caMnet, called for 4 

o'clock Saturday afternoon, convened 
promptly at that hour. All the mem 
bers were Drenent. The ses.sion lasted 
until half-past ^ o'clock, without inter 
niption of any kind. Private Secretary 
Thnrber could not say what the .'al>- 
inet discns!?ed. bnt it is nndrirstood that 
the pr< sidsnt read to his advisers n 
rough draft of his forthcoming message 
to congress. 

Vtoo Cotaac* at a Hlehor Ratio. 

Washington, Aug. 7. — There ap 
pears to be a new aspect to the fight 
for the repeal of the silver purchase 
law. Quite a number of free silver men 
nrho are "not so rabid as those from the 
silver producing states are pro]>osing 
as a compromise, the free coinage of 
silver, but at an increased ratio, say 2U 
to 1, or 24 to 1, the majority favorina 
the smaller ratio. These aavocates of 
free coinage claim that thereby thev 
can equalize the value of gold and sil 
ver, and that while a ratio of 20 to 1 
would at first make the bullion in a 
gold dollar worth more than the bullion 
in a silver dollar, the demand for sUver 
for the purpose of coinaiv would add a 
value to the metal, practi< ally creating 
a parity between them. In this way, 
they say, there can be obtained an 
ditional circulation, which will improve 
the situation and prevent the silver 
states from going into bankrnpU!y, end 
that such a compromise, while it at 
first would be unsatisfactory to the sil 
ver men. as well as to the gold men 
would be vindicated bv time. 

This compromise, if supported by nil 
the silver men, would undoubtedly gain 
many supporters from those wlio are 
now for the unconditional rejieal of flie 
silver purchase law, and it might }>c 
that there would be enough votes se- 
cured to carry the proposition through

Stewart Has a BUI. 

Washinoton, Aug. 7.— Senator Stew- 
art of Nevada, who nas jiut arrived in 
Washington from Chicago, where he at- 
tended the sflver confmence. has al- 
readv prepared a bill "To restore Qie 
rii^M coinage," which he will intro- 
duce at the earliest opportunity. The 
first section reads as follows: 

"Beit enacted etc., That the 14th 
section of the act of Jan. 18. 1887 be 
and the same is hereby, re-eaoted, 
which reads as follows; 

'^That gold and silver bullion brought 
to the mint for coinage shall be received 
and coined by the proper ofBcers. for 
the benefit of the depoeitors; provided, 
that it shall be lawful to refuse, at the 
mint, any deposit of lees value than 
$100, and any bullion so base ee to be 
unsuitable for the operations of the 
mint; and provided also, that when 
gold aad silvev aBaQonbiaed.

Washinot w. Aug. 7.— It is stated 
that the president will send a special 
message to oongress in regard to the 
Hawaiian question. Mr. Blonnt's volu- 
minous reports, including hie latest and 
most volumincas ef all, are being care- 
fullv prepared at the state department 
in the form of abstracts and extracts 
for the president's persual.

SLEEPERS LEAVE T HE TRACK. 

Three Hon Killed aiul Several Iqjatad ox 

the Lake Shore Road. 

Ci ^ vELA^D, Aug. 7.— Train No. 9 ol 
the Lake Shore railroad left here Sat- 
urday night for Chicago on time. The 
train was composed of three ooaohas. 
three baggagecars and five sleepera It 
left Fremoat, O., 10 minutes late and 
was running at a high rate of speed f oi 
Toledo, wban the train wae about ic 
milee out of nemont, at a small sta 
tion called Lindsay, the deepingoan 
left the track and oraahed into a freight 
train that was waiting on a siding foi 
thepassenger train to pass. 

The first part of tfa« ^«in got by is 
lauiT, but the sleeplngeers rolled ovei 
the tiee iobm distance, and finally 
swerving from their course hit the en 
gine of the freight train with tremend 
ous force. The noise of theooUlslon 
aroused the people in the Uttle town 
and they soon surrounded the wreck 
ready to aid the unfortunate passenaers. 
wboee groans could be heard amid the 
noi.se of eecaping steam and the paa< 
demonium tluit followed thedeatmo- 
tion itf the locamotives. The deeplng- 
cari were practleaily rednoed to 
kindlingwood and that anyone eeoaped 
is a miracle. 

A special train left Toledo soon after 
the report uf the accident with Lake 
Shore officials on board to make a thor 
ough examination of the track and as 
certain what caused the wreck. The 
only tbeorv given is that the rails 
spread and let the heavy slsepingcari> 
through to the ties. The remainder of 
the tMin passed the bad spot in safety 
but the sleepingcars were well filled 
with people bound to the wolld's fair 
and the added weight was too araph for 
the poor spot in the track. The n«l|^l 
emrme waa totally demoMshed and 
rolled over on its side from the foroe of 
the collision.

Portland, Aup:. 7.- The great reser- 
voir of the Portland Water (ompanyon 
the eastern promenade burnt S\mday 
morning, letting loose its 20,000,000 gal- 
lons of water in the short space of 
about 15 minutes. The immense mnst 
of water dashed with mighty power 
upon the two houses occupied by the 
families of Michael Lappin and Dennis 
M. Conley. The buildings were crushed 
and four peruons lost their lives. They 
were Mrs. Dennis Conlev, Miss Agnei 
Conley, Miss Mamie Conlev and James 
Mogeley. The latter perished in an ef 
fort to warn the others of their danger. 

The break in the reservoir waa dis- 
covered at t) :30 a. ra. 

The members of the Lappan famUv 
vacated their home quickly. They t^^iV 
refuge on the other siile of Walter 
street, where their neighbors '*re ab 
arriving. Tlie Conley familjT''afi not 
so fortunate. They were warned in 
time, and it seems that Mrs. Conley 
was already up and dressed when t he 
warning came. The other nu nil ers of 
the family got up at once, and Hujiprs- 
ing that they would surely get out 
Jim Conley started for the barn to rea 
cue his horse. 

The elder Mrs. Conley with her two 
daughters, Agnes and Mamie, appeared 
at the door. They were holding each 
other by the arms and seemed to l>e 
about to come acrona the street, while 
there was vet time. But for some rea- 
son they did not go. The water was 
already dashing against the doorsill 
and perhaps this terrified them or per- 
haps they thought the house wouln be 
the safert place. The reason will never 
be known for the group of horror 
stricken n(>igh]iors saw them drawbaclc 

and close the door. 

Young ,T:iniea Moselcy. >Ir. Lappan'e 
adopted H(-n, comprehendfMl that the 
Conh'vs Were lost unless they could be 

fotten out of the house at "once. He 
ashed across the street through the in- 
creasing water, and went into the 
doomed house. Be waa never seen alive 
again. 

The bodies of the four victims were 
recovered. The break is supposed tu 
have buen caused by a leak around the 
overflow pipe. The reservoir cost |186,- 
000. The damage is about 18 5,000.

Washinoto.s, Aug. 7.— The following 
is a full text of the Sherman silvei 
purchase law of 1890, about whiehtfwfl 
baa been eo much dlscussioni 

An act directing theptirchaes of iilvei 
bullion aad the issue of trsaeury aolsi 
thereon, and for other purposea. 

Be it snaetsd by thessoatoand hoossec 
representatives of the United States « 
America, in congrsss sesamblsd, that thi 
secretary of the tieesury is hereby dlrecter 
to purobses from time to time silver hul 
Uontothesggiegats amount of 4,500,0(K 
onnoes, or so mnoh thereof as may be of 
ftoed each month at the market prict 
thereof not exceeding 91 for three hundred 
and seventy-one and twenty-five hun 
dredtbs grains of purs silver, and to issui 
in payment for such purchases of silvei 
bullion treasury notes of the United State* 
to be prepar(<d by the fiecretary of the 
t reasury in such form and of such denoni 
inations— not less than $1 nor more thar 
91,000— as he may prescribe, and a nun: 
RufTicient to carry Into effect the provisinii^ 
of tliis act in hereby ai)pro[)riMteil (nit nl 
any money In the treasury not othi rwi.si 
appropriated. 

Section 8. That the treasury iiott-w 
sued in at'cordanre with the provimions ol 
tli# act Hhall l)e redeemable on demand, ir 
coin, at tlie treasury of tlie rnilcd .States, 
or at the ofllce of any u-saistant treii.siirer of 
the United .'■^IU'es, and wlien hu redeemed 
may lie n-issireil. hut no greater or les* 
aijHiiint (if , such notes nhall Ite (jiitstandlnu 
at an> time than the co.st of the ^,iiver bill 
lion and tlie «t;iiutanl hilvrr di.lInrH loinei' 
therefrom, then held in tlif tr.'.tMiry pur 
chaseil by such notes; atid «ucli fn-axury 
notes Hliall \>f ^ h'(,'al tender in p.iynient ol 
all '!(•!'•.'*. pulilic .lud private, ex.ciit whert 
otherwise ex!iie.'<Kly Biipulated in t ho con- 
tract, and shall be rec-eiva!)le for customs 
taxes anil pn.ilic dues, and wlien so re 
ceiv»-<l may 1-e reissue<i; ind rucIj 
liot»\s. wlicii hi i,l by any n.ition il hank 
iuK lis.siiiiat iuii maybe rounti.il its apart 
of its lawful i-rsD' vt;.
